Quarantine  Anchorage  increased  in  size 

The  former  quarantine  anchorage  was  considered  to  be  too  small  so  in

New  Facilities  for  Yachtsmen 


In  June,  1962,  a marine  pontoon,  designed  and  owned  by  a well  known 
petroleum  company,  was  moored  in  the  outer  harbour  to  meet  the  fuelling 
needs  of  yachtsmen  and  others*  Sixty  feet  long,  with  a beam  of  l6ft*, 
the  pontoon  has  storage  for  5«000  gallons  of  fuel  and  500  gallons  of 
fresh  water.  The  pontoon  also  has  a small  store  in  which  marine  lubricants, 
articles  of  chandlery,  deep  frozen  foods  (vegetables,  ice  cream  etc*,)  are 
available,  and  is  also  equipped  with  toilet  facilities.
